‘Ten Wise Men’ 
meet in Dakar 


DAKAR, Senegal (AP). The 
Committee of "10 Wise Men” on the 
Middle East problem, formed by the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU), met here yesterday. 

They were to hear in private a 
report on the recent mission to 
Jerusalem and Cairo of four of their 
members, the Presidents of Senezal, 
Nigeria, Cameroun and Zaire {for- 
merly Congo-Kinshasa :. 


Our Diplomatic Currespondent 
Jerusalem is still awaiting word 
from Dakar about the scheduled date 
for the second visit here of the 
0.A.U.'s fact-finding mission headed 
by President Leopold Senghor of 
Senegal. 

During the group's first visit last 
week, Mr. Senghor indicated that 
they would be back in Jerusalem on 
November 16, after the full com- 
mittee had concluded its delibe- 
rations in Dakar. However, it sow 
appears that the change of time- 
table reported in “Al-Ahram" Mon- 
day was roughly correct, and that 
the group will not arrive until 
November 20. This would mean 2 
further delay of the General As- 
sembly debate on the Middle East. 

The group arriving this time will 
be smaller: President Senghor will 
evidentiy be joined by oniy one 
of his colleagues — the name most 
often mentioned is that of General 
Yakubu Gowon of Nigeria. The 
nature of the proposals they are 
likely to bring along is a complete 
mystery to Israel officials. 

Among several mementoes left by 
the four Presidents and their en- 
tourage in Jerusalem was a 11.400 
tip for the Foreign Ministry drivers 
who bad carried them arcund dur 
ing theiy three days.in town. The 
drivers have donated the entire 
amount to the public fund recently 
created to enable Mrs. Gita Levy, 
8 Jerusalem mother, to undergo an 
operation in Switzerland for a brain 
gmowth.

Nato panel adopts = 
pollution guidelines 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP). — The 
first international guidelines on 
controlling ain pollution were adopt- 
ed yesterday by a key committee of 
Nato, 

They cover protection against” 
particulates — pollutants which are 
not in the form of gas — and sul- 
phur oxides. These are produced 
largely by the burning of coal and 
petroleum products. 

By the end of 1972, guidelines are 
to be ready for the pollutants ori- 
atiug in auto exhausts, such as 
earbon monoxides, and the chemi- 
cals that cause smog.

A special point about Automotive 
Undustries is that it seems to offer 
a way of circumventing the Arab 
boycott, .by allowing foreign pro- 
ducers to have ‘their velticles ax- 
sembled here without the respective 
firm’s direct participation. The 
plant is assembling both Dodge and 
Ford products (the first as an agent, 
the last ag a contractor), and while 
mainly dependent on the suppliers’ 
know-how also maintains its own 
engineering department. 


The company is owned jointly 
by Clal and by Automotive Equip- 
ment Ltd, the latter of which holds 
‘the Israel agency for Dodge and 
Chrysler vehicles. The investment in- 
volved amounted to YLi3m. with 
turnover currently topping. IL50m. 
(including shout 10 per cent taxes). 
In 1968-69 the vehicles assembled 
numbered about 3,200 (of which 
1,400 were Escort cars). In 1971- 
72 the output is expected te reach 
4,600 (including 2,400 Hscort cars). 
A substantial part of the output ts 
.taken up by the army, but export 
(of special. purpose tenders and 
trucks) has been rising, and is sche- 
duled to reach $5m. this year. 


As regards the added value no up- 
to-date figures are available, and 
the ratios vary considerably for the 
different vehicle types. An estimate 
made a year ago put it as low as 
13 per cent for the cars, but at 
30 to 40 per cent for the trucks, 
with the cost of dollars saved rang- 
ing between almost 1L20 for the first 
and about ΥἹ᾽.4 for the latter. Since 
then local production cost must 
have risen, but one may presume 
that this has been more than offset 
by savings in overheads due to the 
bigger output. While heavy protec- 
tion is crucial for ‘the viability of 
local assembly of passenger cars, 
trucks, tenders, command cars and 
special vehicles could probably 
be assembied under conditions of 
more or less free competition.

Avrocars' bankruptcy has been 

widely seen as an end to the 
Israel motor industry. This, however, 
is far from true. Some observers 
have even welcomed this develop- 
ment, claiming it will bring about 
a more sensible approach. To the 
extent that vehicle construction can 
tbe developed in a smell country 
like Israel —- they say — it can be 
achieved not by assembly subsidie- 
ries of foreign producers, but by 
local enterprise which is not link- 
ed to one supply source for compo- 
nents and accessories, and is free 
ta promote local production, 

While a reputed brand name, and 
the quality control attached to it, 
are important, Israel has already 
Teached a technological stage in 
which it need not exclusively de- 
pend on foreign know-how. More- 
over, it cannot hope that forelgn 
producers will go very far to pro- 
mote local production even if it 
could eventually prove competitive. 
As a matter of fact, ifttle came 
of the pledges to increase local 
manufacturing of vehicles assembl- 
ed by Kaiser-Ilin, later by Tlin . 
Industries, and eventually by Ley- 
land and Autocars. Their added value 
remained rather low and the dollar 
saving involved very expensive. 

A different approach was adopt- 
ed by Nazareth Automotive Indus- 
tries Ltd. which is controlled by io- 
cal capital, and operates an inde- 
Pendent assembly plant. It was put 
on stream only five yeara ago, and 
hag already overtaken Autocars in 
output of motor cars and ght 
trucks, achieving higher added va- 
lue at a lower cost in local cur- 
rency, and earning adequate pro- 
fits in the process. Incklentally, its 
expansion was held back hy the 
authorities’ refusal to allow it to 
assemble diesel trucks and bigger 
αὶ competing with the Leyland 
makes.

Supreme Court ruled Monday that 
U.S, prisons must furmsk ade- 
quate collections of law books for 
Prisoners who want to conduct their 
‘own cases, or provide them with 
free legal assistance. 


In a two-sentence decision that 
‘}gave no explanation of its ruling. 
the Court unanimously upheld a 
lower Federal Court's order to Ca- 
Yfornia officials to provide books 
or lawyers from outside the walls 
to meet the needs of such prisoners. 

Many prisons already maintain 
reagonably complete collections of 
legal reference books for convicts, 
but others have only token supplies.

The President of the American 
Jewish Committee, Mr. Philip Hoff- 
man, voiced the hope in Jerusalem 
yesterday that the U.S. Administra- 
tion would, before the year's end, 
decide to resume the shipment of 
Phaniom jets to Israel. 

Mr, Hoffman had met Assistant 
Secretary of State Joseph Sisco pri- 
vately before coming here on Sun- 
day at the head of a delegation of 
the A.J.C.’s vational leadership. He 
talked to the press at Beit Agron. 

In a prepared statement, Mr. 
Hoffman said the Committee, the 
U.S. Government and the U.S. Con- 

all shared the view that 
“there cannot be a real progress 
towards peace unless Israel can ue- 
gotlate from a position of strength... 
which permits flexibility and mode- 
ration.” 

Mr. Hoffman reported “an un- 
fortunate speculation among many 
American observers, and even among 
American officials, that Israel does 
not: really -want an :toterins settle- 
meat that would open the Suez Ca- 
nal.” However, the discussions held 
by the Committee's delegation in 
Jerusalem this week, primarily with 


‘Prime Minister Golda Meir and For- 


eign Minister Abba Hban, had con- 
vinced them that "there is indeed 
a desire for an interim settlement, 
but with the very important proviso 
that it must not be at the expense 
of Israel's security.”

TEL AVIV, — This year's “konck- 
on-every-door” cumpa:ga, sponsored 
by the Cancer Society, has brought 
in am estimated IL1,200,000. Since

Knesset unit 
cites slip-up 
in meat output

The Knesset Economic Committee 
yesterday approved a series of re- 
commendations on meat production 
and marketing which showed that 
Ministries and merchants involved 
were doing a poor job. 

The Committee. which held a 
wide-ranging iMquiry on complaiots 
from consumers" organizations, 
charged that inadequate planning on 
the part of the authorities was a 
major reason why housewives had to 
P3y more for their meat and poultry 
this year. The authorities had badly 
miscalculated the quantity of beef 
and fowl required. 

The Committee made the following 
recommendations, among others: 
@ Monthiy poultry production 

should be increased some 14 
per cent from 7,000 to 5,000 tons; 
@ Annual turkey production should 
be Increased to 30,000 tons; 
More grazing areas, especially 
on the Golan Heights, should be 
explolted for beef and mutton: 

@ The possibility should be studied 
of raising heef cattle in Africa 
vader Israel guidance; 
@ The possibility should be stu- 
died of a further cut in the 
customs duties on imported meat: 
@ Measures should be taken to 
prevent butchers defrauding 
customers by passing frozen meat 
off as fresh. If necessary, the sale 
of frozen meat should be separated 
from the sale of fresh: 
@ Sanitation in meat ard poultry 
abbatuirs in many parts of the 
country is absolutely intulerable, It 
is endangering public health, and 
must be remedied with al urgency.

Early grapefrui 
get good prices

TEL AVIV. —_The Managing 
Director of the Citrus Marketin 
Board, Mr. Mordechai Makleff, 


yesterday called on fruit growers 
to start picking as early as pos- 
sible. Fruit shipped immediately 
could bring top prices, Mr. Makleif 
told the press. 

There was a serious delay in 
the ripening of fruit in other citrus- 
growing countries in the Mediter- 
ranean basin, and shelves in Euro- 
pean stores were empty, he went on. 

So far this year, 1,084,000 cases 
of grapefruit had been exported, 
as compared with 940,000 cases in 
the same period last year. Thia 
year, ἃ case fetched $3.65 f.0.b. in 
the present sellers’ market, com- 
pared with $3 last year, 

One of the most serious problema 
facing the industry this year Is a 
“serious shortage of pickers,” he 
said. The authorities were going to 
send out thousands of youngsters 
to help, but even this help, while 
highly welcome, would prove in- 
sufficient, he thought. He held that 
the solution was to bring in seve- 
ral thousand workers from the ad- 
ministered areas.

These trailers 
would be hooked up to tractor 
trucks in Europe and driven straight 
to their destination. This type of 
shipping was admittedly expensive, 
but there was much less handling 
of the fruit and consequently spoil- 


"Ἢ Makieff hoped to see 51 mil- 
lion crates shipped this year, as 
compared to 49.7m. last season. Of 
this, 53 per cent would go through 
Haifa, 45 through Ashdod, and two 
per cent through Eilat. 

England's adherence to the Com- 
mon Market (with Denmark and 
Norway) would cause a new prob- 
lems.

One bright note was the fact that 
the Mediterranean Basin Citrus 
Growers Association, which con- 
tained Arab countries, had come 
to a voluntary agreement not to 
ship small fruit, or large oversize 

it, to Europe, so as not to force 
down the price of first-class fruit. 
The Association had also elected 
Mr. Zalman Rapoport, of Israel, as 
its president. This is the second time 
an Israeli has been so honoured.

TEL AVIV. — Avraham Jacob, a 
former employee of Netivei Neft 
known to co-workers as ‘the 
Hodi,” yesterday made a state- 
ment to the police for six 
continuous hours on alleged 
corruption and malpractice at the 
oil company works at Abu Rodeis. 

Mr. Jacob said his testimony dealt 
not only with his charges against 
the head of the company, Mordechai 
Friedman, but also with three of his 
subordinates, Dan Kimche, Elisha 
Roy and Arye Shiter. 


At the same time, another former 
employee of Netivei Neft, Moshe 
Ben-Menahem, was alzo giving testi- 
mony to police. 


The investigation is to continue 
at Abu Rodeis on Sunday morning. 


After he testified, Mr. Jacob told 
The Jerusalem Post that he had 
instructed his lawyer to file defama- 
tion suits against several 
who recently stated in public that 
Mr. Jacob himself had freely helped 
himself to equipment at Abu Rodeis. 
They include Yonathan Carmel, Meir
